XX Blumme factory. Now employing around 
650 people. An adjacent brick factory 
was added to this factoxy. On the site 
of this brick factory, two new production 
halls are now under construction. Ware- 
houses were installed in the old brick 
factory buildings. 

On Wroclawska Street. This enterprise is 
the main construction combine, which, 
apart from doing construction work within 
the town, also does work outside, even in 
other counties. The enterprise is com- 
posed of various specialist brigades and 
has. at its disposal a column of trucks 
for transportation and also a dump for - 
building machinery. According to Infor- 
mation I have received, at least 2000 
workers are employed by the enterprise 
during construction seasons.

Up to the present, 
this factory was a rather small enterprise, 
with around 80 well-trained experts and 
and 200 auxiliary personnel. In 1953, 
this factory was combined with another
